Thk Bkitisii Indian Policy. — Col. 
Scott, of the U. iS. iinny, recently de- 
tmkHl to obtain itiformiUion concorning 
i.lic various Indian tribes of British Col- 
umbia and Ala,°kii, in h':; report thus 
compliments the Britiiih Indian policy : — 
"i'^-om sncli inforniation as I have been 
able to obtain, I have no hesitation in nt- 
tribating the great success attendant, for 
so many years, upon the Indian policy of 
the Hudson Buy Company, and to Ilcr 
Mojesty's Colonial oIDuers, to the follow- 
ing faols : Tbe savages are treated justly 
—receiving protection fn life and property 
from the laws which ihey are forced to 
obey. There is no Indian Bureau, with 
attendant complications. There is no 
protended recognition of the Indian's titio 
ill feo simple to the lands on which he 
ronnis for Qsb or game. Intoxicating 
licpiors were not introduced among these 
[leoplb so long as tlio llndsoii Bay Com- 
p.iiiy preserved tbo monopoly of trade- 
I'ronipt pniiishiuenl follows the perpetra- 
tion of crime, and from time to time the 
lircsence of a gunboat serves to remind 
the savages along the coast of tho power 
of their masters, Not more than two 
years ago tho Fort Rupert Indians were 
severely punished for refusing to deliver 
up certain articles demauded by tho Civil 
Magistrate. Their Tillage was bom- 
barded and completely destroyed by H. 
B. M. gunboat Clio. As tbe result of 
such policy wo find trading posts, well 
stocked with everything • tempting to 
savage cupidity, safely conducted by one 
or two whites among distant and powor- 
fnl tribes. There is not a regular .soldier 
in all British Columbia, (except marines 
on Klii[)board and at Esquimull), and yet 
white men hunt through tho leugtli and 
b: cad til of that province in almost abso- 
lute security." 

An Immense Failube,— "Argas," of 
the Post, says: — "A meeting of the

JS'ow, 
we think our citizens ought not to be 
ashamed to learn a lesson from the 
ydutiger cooiinunily of Cariboo and should 
folliiiw'tbat worlhyi example and sbuUe 
off tbeir apathy. We 'want tp^see as bold,

popular feeling in furtherance of this 
great, oud glorious work as wo have 
latiely^ board frbm tho heart of the mines, 
Th^^^bpne^nd sine w.^ the real producers — 
the BCQtipn upon 'Which the whole Colony 
relies for support — has spoken and spoken 
well, through its representative men, in 
favor of a close eoinmuiiion wi;ii tlie Con- 
federacy. It now rcni;iins for Vancouver 
Island to second this e.\|)rcssioii of scnU'< 
ment in so luiuniuiuus and uiimistakaljle 
a uiaiincr as to render it impossible for 
any honorable member of tbo rarliaincnl 
of tlio Dominion to rise in his pliico and 
tell tbo Ministry (upon the authority of 
onr Colonial Sfcrotai'y) that British 
Cdlumbla Is not " prcpured for Coul'eder-. 
ation, uiid tho grand end >yill be aceoiu 
plishcd.

Sunday Obscrvancet 

At the late Congress of Catholic Pre- 
lates at Maliiies, the Rot. Fathar Hya- 
cinthe spbko as follows of the mode ot 
observing iho Sabbath in France, as com- 
pared with Protcalant countrioe : — 

"Often, on Sundny, passing through 
our great towns, wbillicr 1 am called to 
bear the word of God, I see tbo smoking 
pavements, the dust tliat rises, I bear tbo 
tlipusand noises of toil, and I say to my- 
selfpi' It is Pr4nce that least observes tho 
Sabbath.* They"' reply to tno, 'Respect 
liberty, respect conscionco.' I will say 
no harm of liberty ; I lovo it, but I do 
not confound it with licence. .... No, we 
do not (h'sire to imimir liberty. J3ut 
there ia anotiicr objection — tbo interests 
of industry^ Let us exainluo two iudns" 
trial Powers which ore fnlly'our ctfotils', if 
tliey do not surpass us — Kngland and the 
United States. Iu London, iu the great 
city, where, floods of busy men fill the 
streets ill the midst of the repented and 
incessant sound of all tho echoes of 
laboar^:utherexiiOCQacsiU every iweek, a.day 
which recalls to me those of my child- 
hood. Tho gigantic mncliino which, on 
the eve of that day, put all in nioveineiit, 
stops ; everywhere repose and siletice ; the 
bells alone— ProtestiuU hells, I know, but 
they so well, remember to have been 
Catholic while awoiting the hour to be» 
come .80 aguin— that tliey seud their 
sweet 'melodies heavenwards. It seems as 
if the very fogs of the Thames and of the 
ocean Iiud grown lighter- Let me not be 
told that the Siiiiiliiy rest in Enghind is a 
remnant of feudality and aristocracy, soon 
to be swept away by the ; breath of 
Lilierty. llehold in America that strong 
and voiiiig Ai'.glo-Suxnn nice, which cer- 
tainly is not of the I^liilillo Ages, and 
which has In its constitution the moat 
eoniplcto libel ty. It also oljscrves the 
Sunday, whilst waiting to rcbecoino Cath 
olic, and sends us across the ocean the 
same answer as Englond — the silence of 
Ood at the blnspbeinie.s of me'u. No ; wo 
do ii'^t ask that the Sunday should bo im- 
posed upon the peoi)lo by laws of which 
the ajiplicaiioii wonhl oiler more iueon- 
vciiieiice than advantage. AVe ask the 
liberty of the Suiubiy, and Sunday by 
lilH'rly. We only ask thoit the public 
works shall scrnpiiliuisly respect the Sun- 
day, and force the individual to blush be- 
fore tbe Slate ; that iht princes of indus- 
try, of thouglil, of cUkiuciicp, shall act in 
concert; that they shall c; eale I'niitful 
currents in the public mind ; and liitio by 
little things wilbebange their aspect, noise 
will die away, work- will bo suspended, 
and God will hore His day, and the 
people likewise."
